Tue U. S. steam-frigate Roanoke, with 
the Japanese visitors, will not arrive at 
this port before the 10th just., and per- 
haps vot until some days later. The Go 
vernment having wisely reversed its origi 
nal intention of permitting the Embassy 
to first land at New York, the Roanoke, 
on reaching Quarantine, will at ouce be 
ordered back to Hampton Roads.

t—afuct emphatically admit- 
ted by the disunion resolutions themseites, 
which, after first disanitiug the provinces, 
propose to bring them together again un- 
der a federal union. It is also certain 
that in the course of the twenty-three 
Jears that the union has existed a very 
cousiderable progress has been made to- 
| ward assimilating the two provinces. The 
Preseut movemeut seems indeed to be an 
entirely Upper Canadian movement, and 
to be maiuly prompted by the fact that 
the Ministry in power derive their princi- 
pal support from the representatives of 
che lower province. 

As to economy, debt and taxation, it 
hardly seems probable that anything would 
be gained upon these points by having 
three or four governments to support in- 
stead of one, while, after all, the great 
points of controversy aud divergence, would 
still continue to exist, aud would be apt 
to interfere quite as moch with the smooth 
working of the proposed federal govern- 
meut as do now with the cousolidat- 
ed government of the entire provinces. 
To the present cohflict of sections would 
very likely be added disputes as to the 
extent of the powers of the local and the 
federal goverments. 

We do not judge however, that the 
preseut scheme is brought forward with 
uny expectation that it will be carried in- 
to effect, but rather as a mere occasion of 
signalizing the dissatisfaction of the Up- 
per province at beirg subjected to what 
is represented os a sectioual Admiuistra- 
tion.—lV. F. Tune.

- Ox Taarsdsy evening we returned 
from a sbort tour to the far north of our 
Territory.

giving for the welcome mild rains of hea- 
ven. 

We crossed the Weber, high, foaming 
and dashing in its proud independence, 


and formed our camp by the dwelling of 
our kind friend, General West. The bos- 
pitality of the’ citizens of Ogden was un- 
bounded. All seemed to study to emulate 
one another in acts of kindness, and com- 
bined to give the whole camp a hearty 
welcome. Ogden is not behind the chief- 
est of the cities of Utah in substantial 
and durable improvements. Tanneries, 
sugar-machines, flouring and saw-mills, 
and all the appendages necessary to pro- 
voke prosperity and advancoment, are to 
be found here in all necessary profusion- 
Improrements of every kind multiply year 


by year, making it a real pleasure to visit 


or travel through the city. And, best of 


all, the people are coutented aud happy. 
Not a sound of murmur or complaint could 
be beard. And the people scemed to look 
up to their presiding officers, in confidence, 
as fathers and protectors. 


Our next camp was at Box Elder; and 
all that we have said of Ogden may be 


said with equal propriety of Brigham City. 


A kind welcome and liberal fare was ready 
for all, as we formed our camp near the 


house of President Snow. Union, peaee, 
and growing prosperity were manifest on 
every side.

back, in the rich bounties of the soil, the 
labors and toils of the farmer, The name 
of the valley is scarcely appropriate. In- 
stead of being called Cache, from the cir 
cumstance of the burial of government 
log-chains and brandy, it should bear the 
title it deserves—the Valley ofa Thousand 
Springs.
